Our* Is an ajj* in which, despite the 


rapid destruction of the supply of 
wood throughout tho world, there are. 
many who do not seem to understand 
; how greatly humanity depends for 
ths necessities and luxuries of modern 
civilization upon the products ot the. 
forest. "There will be wood enough," 
they say, and this though the dimin- 
ishing supply and the increasing cost 
are evident, as well as the fact that 
It !» only by reforesting that even a 
reasonable supply can b« maintained. 


As for the average man, he sleeps atlon ot 


In a wooden bed. his rugs and carpets 
have been woven in wooden looms, the 
walls of his house and the paper on 
them are made of wood, the floors 
he walks on are of wood, the case- 
ments and generally the shingles of 
hla dwelling are of wood, as aro tho 
window frames. He talks over tele- 
phones through wires supported on 
'poles of wood, if a farmer he reaps 
h!« grain with a harvester mainly ot 
wood, and draws the products of his 
fields to market in a wooden wagon. 
His fires, it hot entirely of-wood, are 
at least dependent upon it when he 
starts the blaze, and the match which 
starts the lire or the lamp or sets his 
cigar alight Is ot wood. 


It Is of wood, also that boxes Are 


made, whether the older, 
stronger 


sort of 
which 
them Jor commercial uses. Barrels 
also are of wood and practically all 
the furniture of the home; and the 
ties upon railways, of which millions 
are used every year, 
are 
of wood. 


Moreover, the paper on which books 
are printed and the newspapers which 
bring tho news of tho day to the homo 
are of wood. 


The list of articles made of Wood 


might be continued indefinitely, so 
vitally 
does it 
enter into every in- 


dustry and practically every human 
need, and when this product is even 
casually considered 
one cannot but 


wonder what the condition of human- 
ity would be, even if the question of 
human health and the world's water 
supply "Were not included, if the for- 
ests ot tho earth should eventually 
be eliminated. With thrce-llCths of 


* the forests already destroyed, and 


•with tho use ot timber not lessening 
ljut on tho other hand steadily in- 
creasing, the question is no longer 
merely academic. 
It is one 
which 


vitally concerns every person now liv- 
ing, and it will concern every human 
being yet to be'born.

VOTING MACHINE ARRIVES

Council to be Tested In Coining Bond 
Klection 3f:vy be Inspected by Citi- 
zens at Municipal Building. 
The voting machine which the Com- 


mon Council some time ago consented 
to have broupht to the city and used 
» a test in the special bond election 
for the new sixth ward school arrived 
yesterday and was set up in the court 
room at" the. Municipal buildirg by D. 
A. "vVoifc, representative of the manu- 
facturers, the Automatic Reclstcrinsr 
hine corporation o£ JamcMown. 


The machine will probably be left in 
the city until the time of the special 
election and for the next few days at 
least Mr. Vi'olfe will be at the Munici- 
pal building to explain Us operation 
to interested citizens. All are urged to 
inspect it. 
The machine, which has a capacity 


of 999 voters, is so constructed as to 
be practically foolproof and is guaran- 
teed to operate without mistakes and 
to enable a \ote to be taken in much 
less time than is the case with paper 
ballots. 
Furthermore the tark o£ 


counting the votes heretofore a te- 
dious one, is simplified to the mere act 
of transferring the results thiown up 
in the back of the machine to tally 
sheets. 
When a voter 
enters a booth he 


throws a lever which draws the cur- 
tains around the booth and unlocks the 
machine for his use. He votes by pull- 
ing down levers over the names of the 
candidates or propostitions he wi.shcs 
to ballot for. A voter can rectify his 
own mistakes but it is imposable for 
him to vote more th^n onco for any 
candidate or propostition. When he 
. l i c s to lea\e the booth the voter 
pulls a lever which registers his vote, 
locks the machine and draws apart 
the curtains. The results are thrown 
up in the back -of the machine as in 
an adding machine, of which the vot- 
ing machne is merely an adaptation. 
It is claimed that 70 per cent of the 
vote of New York state, outside of the 
city of Xew York, is registered on ma- 
chines of this make.

Proper selection of seeds with which 


to plant a garden Is stressed by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
It should be the aim of every 


home gardener this year to prow a 
better garden by maklns the most In- 
telligent use of the available space, 
not only by employing better methods, 
but by planting seeds of the bishest 
quality. 
The first cost of seeds Is 


comparatively small, but it is very Im- 
portant that the seeds planted should 
be the very best obtainable. 


Gardeners nre advised to secure the 


catalogues of reliable seed firms and 
spend a little time In going over and 
checking up the seeds that will be 
needed for planting. 


Do not be mi.sleil by the 
hltrhly 


colored and much-advertised novelties, 


ot i but stick to the standard, well-known 


and proved varieties, advise the spe- 
cialists. 
Good seeds should never be 


wasted, so figure carefully upon the 
amount required and place your order 
early before the best stocks are ex- 
| hausted. 
Perhaps the seeds can be 


i bought from local dealers. If not, or- 


i ders should go to a seed house in some 
! neighboring city, so the seeds nrny be 
1 received In ample time. 
When they 


are received, unpack nnd check them 
to see that no part of the order has 
been overlooked; then store the seeds 
In a mouseproof, ventilated container, 
such as a perforated tin box. 
They 


should be kept in a moderate tempera- 
ture, and where they will not freeze 
or be exposed to moisture. 


Have Early Veaetable*. 


Half the pleasure and profit of n 


garden Is derived from having some- 
thing to use just as early In the spring 
as possible. In many cities aud towns 
the local greenhouse men grow thou- 
sands of plants which are sold to 
home gardeners at reasonable prices. 
It often happens, however, that home 
gardeners do not have the opportunity 
to purchase 
well-grown plants, and 


must start their own supply of early 
plants In the house or in a hotbed if 
they desire to have their crops mature 
early. 
Among the garden crops that 


may be started to advantage in this 
manner are tomatoes, early cabbage, 
peppers, eggplant and lettuce: even 
cucumbers, melon*, beets, snap beans, 
lima beans and b"\veet corn may be 
started Indoors by usincr flower pots, 
paper bands, or berry boxes to hold 
the soil. 


Where the required number ot plants 


Is too great for grmvin.~ in window 
boxes, a hotbed or coldframe may be 
provided. 
The usual method of con- 


structing a hotbed Is first to dig a 


shallow pit S to IS Inches deep, ac- 
cordin™ to locality, and pack It full 
of fermenting stable manure. 
The 


manure, before beini: placed in the pit. 
should be turned over once or twice j 
In a pile In order to Insure even hent- ] 
ing. 
It may then be packed luto the j 


hotbed pit nnd tramped 
uniformly.

Is sown. At first the temperature of |j 
the bed may run rather high, nnd It ia 
is best to delay planting the seeds In g 
It until It begins to decline. This can tp 
best be determined by planting a ther- gj 
mometer with the bulb about three 
inches below the surface of the soil. 
The temperature should fall below S5 
degrees before seeds are planted. 


If glass-filled sashes nre not avail- 


able lor covering the hotbed, heavy 
muslin may be used instead; the glass, 
however, makes the most desirable 
form of covering. Care must be taken 
to give the bed snfi'icient ventilation to 
prevent overheating, as it Is liable to 
heat up very rapidly when the sun 
shines full upon the glass. 
Watering 


should be done during the early part 
of the clay and the heel given enough 
nir so that the plants will dry off be- 
fore night. The bed should he closed 
before evening, in order to conserve 
enough heat to carry it through the 
night In good condition. If the weath- 
er should turn severely cold, a cov- 
ering of straw, blankets or canvas 
may he thrown over the bed to pro- 
tect It. 


Coldframe Construction. 


A coUlframc is constructed in exact- 


ly the-same manner as a hotbed, with 
the exception that no manure is placed 
beneath It to supply heat. 


Before the plants nre set In the gar- 


den, 
either from the hotbed or the 


coidframe, they should be gradually 
iiardened to outside conditions by giv- 
ing them more ventilation each day. 
Finally, remove the snshes entirely on 
bright days and replace them durins 
the nights. 
The aim should be to 


produce strong, henlthy 
plants th.it 


will mnko a quick start when placed 
in the garden.
